spots of America, Mountalns tower 
up dround it, and the lake itself 
higher than the famous Lakes of. the 
Clouus, It is seventeen miles 
and from half a mile to two miles in 
width.

Maligne Lake lies 30 miles south of

ELUDING THE ISSUE. 

There will be a general election on 
September 21st, to decide whether or not 
the reciprocity agreement is to go into ef- 
fect. That fact is not entircly novel, and 
under ordinary circumstances it would be 
scarcely appropriate to put it forth as an 
item of news. It seems however to be neces- 
sary to refresh the minds of some of our 
Opposition friends on the point of what the 
war is all about. For some veason some of 
these appear to have got hold of the idea 
that whatever may be the cause of the tur- 
moil, the question of our commercial rela- 
tions with the United Statcs has nothing 
much to do with the case. 

For instance: The Montreal Gazette, 
which so far as brains go is by all odds 
the leader among the opposing newspapers, 
devoted a column and a half on Monday, 
July 81st, to an editorial review of the 
political situation, supposedly for the pur- 
pose of setting out the issue upon which the 
electors were asked to pronounce judg- 
ment, But in the review reciprocity figured 
only yincidentally, as one of a number of 
subjects up for decision, and by no means 
the most important among them. Other 
papers on that side take the same tack; 
and, making a few exceptions, the whole 
Opposition press seems to be getting in- 
fected with a consuming desire to discuss 
anything and everything in the political 
universe except the thing which brought 
on the election. 

The same tendency is apparent in the 
general opposition campaign. In Ontario 
the theme is the treasonable disregard of 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier for the solidarit, of’ 
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Quebee the Opposition orators are frenzied | 

| by Sir Wilfrid’s rampant Imperialism, as | 
also shown in the Navy bill. In British 
Columbia the Chinese immigration frauds 
are the mainstay of the antis; while in 
Manitoba the ground of complaint is that 
the Dominion Government refuses to dis- 
franchise Liberal voters on the suggestion | 
of Hon. Robert Rogers. In Edmonton, of 
course, the cry is that Hon. Frank Oliver 
once had $69,000 in real money; that he put 
it in a bank, and that he afterward checked 
it out; for which high crime and misde- 
meanor the electors are asked to ignore 
thirty years of honorable public record, to 
consider him a scoundrel, and to turn him 
out of publie life. 

All this emphasis upon subjects’ other 
than that which brought about the election, 
has of course a cause behind it. It is not 
just an accident. The Opposition have not 
forgotten that reciprocity is the issue of 
the contest at all. They are only trying to 
make the public forget it. Reciprocity they 
have discovered is not as good fighting 
ground as they thought it would be. 
Strange and disappointing as it is to them, 
they realize that the more reciprocity is 
kept to the front, the more votes will be 
cast for it. If it is to be beaten it must be 
beaten on side issues and by “diversion” 
tactics. If upon issues other than reciproc- 
ity a sufficient number of votes can be se- 
cured for Opposition candidates, reciproc- 
ity will be killed. 

Fortunately the Opposition have made 
reciprocity so important a matter that they 
can hardly succeed in eluding it. They held 
it important enough to hold up business in 
Parliament for six months rather than to 
allow it to pass; important enough to force 
an appeal to the country upon it; important 
enough to justify the outrage of robbing 
the West of half the voting power it should 
have in expressing an opinion upon it. 
After this, it would really seem that reci- 
procity must be important enough to be 
made the chief and prominent issue in the 
elections brought on to decide whether or 
not it shall go into force. But it begins to 
appear that if reciprocity is to be the chief 
issue in the election throughout the coun- 
try generally it will be so not because the 
Opposition want it to be, but because they 
cannot prevent it. 


THE HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 


In June tenders were invited by the Do- 
minion Government for the construction of 
the first two hundred miles of the Hudson 
Bay railway. The time for tendering ex- 
pired on Wecnesday and it is announced 
that offers of a satisfactory character were 
received. The work will therefore be put in

next month. The road is of course being 
puilt by the Government as a public under- 
taking. 

The terminus of the road at the Bay has 
not yet been decided upon. There are two 
rival harbors: at Fort Churchill and Port 
Nelson. During the summer an expedition 
is making a careful survey of both harbors 
and by the close of the season data will 
have been gathered from which it will be 
possible to decide which offers the better 
natural advantages. Delay in fixing the 
Bay terminus will not however interfere 
with the construction of the section now to 
be put under contract.
